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Sweet Pea Seed 
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Since sending out our first price list four weeks ago, 
most of the Sweet Pea fields in California have been 
either partly or in many cases totally destroyed by 
the Green Aphis. 

This pest came at the last moment when we 
thought that we were going to have a very good crop, 
and came so suddenly and on such a large scale that 
the fields, then nearly all in full bloom, were ruined in 
a few days. 

In many cases we shall be fortunate if we save the 
stock seed. 

This disastrous crop condition makes it necessary 
that we advance our prices, inasmuch as the smallness 
of the crop necessarily has raised the cost thereof.
